Washington, Feb. IO—The high cost 
of living will be investigated by a com­ 
mittee of seven senators. The Elkins 
resolution was adopted by an over­ 
whelming vote. 
Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, offered 
ar. amendment to the resolution pro­ 
viding that the investigation should 
be conducted by the department of 
commerce and labor instead of by sen­ 
ators.. 
Mr. Heyburn himself was the 
only one to cast a vote for the propo­ 
sition. 
Senator 
lx>dge. of 
Massachusetts, 
will be chairman of the investigating 
committee 
Senator Srnoot. of Utah; 
Senator McCumber. of North Dakota. 
end Senator Crawford, of South Da­ 
kota, will be members. 
Whether Senator Elkins will be a 
member is not settled. He desires to 
serve upon the committee, 
but 
has 
been somewhat 
recalcitrant recently 
and may be forgotten. 
Two Dewo­ 
ol atle senators will serve upon the 
committee, 
which 
will 
have seven 
members. 
The Republican leaders of the sen­ 
ate came in for a raking 
over 
the 
coals from Senator Stone, of Missouri, 
who declared there had been a "vast 
amount of monkey business” In con­ 
nection with the proposed investiga­ 
tion of the high cost of living 
He commented on the tact that the 
resolution 
introduced 
more than a 
month ago by Senator Elkins, provid­ 
ing for an investigation, had been held 
up. while 
that 
introduced try Mr 
Lodge, Introduced only last week. had 
been reported almost immediately. 


Stone Greatly Puzzled. 
Saying he had been greatly puzzled 
to know the meaning of the method of 
proceding, he declared that it had the 
complexion of a “purpose to conceal 
rather titan to discover.” If not, why. 
he asked, "did the Republican mem­ 
bers of the finance committee come 
rushing headlong into this business 
and exhibit an over weening anxiety 
to take (’barge of the proposed in­ 
quiry? 
"lf 
tile 
remarkable 
things 
done 
here." he continued, "have given to 
tills business the sinister aspect of a 
sr heme on the part of certain senators 
to organize a commute that would 
start in primarily to hold the P ayne- 
Aldrtch tarifT law blameless for the 
evils the country complains of. then 
the senator from Massachusetts and 
ills 
Republic an 
associaies 
on 
the 
finance committee have only them­ 
selves to blame ” 
Mr. Stone said he knew of nothing 
which stood in such great need of a 
"coating of whitewash” as the tariff 
law 
Asserting that there had been a 
rapid enhancement of prices since the 
passage of the tariff law. he declared 
that neither an increase in the demand 
for food nor an Increase in the gold 
supply could explain these advances 
in so short a time. 
He expressed apprehension leat Sen 
dtor Lodge would hesitate to follow 
out any line of inquiry which might 
substantiate Secretary Wilson's con 
tention that American food products 
are sold more cheaply abroad than ta 
the United States.

OOO.oOO ac ron of public- lands, which 
were* included in th** forest domain. 
wore thrown out ami will he available 
for homestead settlement, by th*- ac 
lion of President Taft, when he ap­ 
proved the plans for the reclassifies 
lion of forest lands, whic h was formu­ 
lated by Gi^ord Pinrhot. 
It had bet ti found thai millions of 
ic res of land, which were tillable, were 
being beld bac k unintentionally In the 
forest domain. In the state of Idaho 
lh ne more than 460.006 acres were so 
included. The plans for the elimina 
lion of those lands were formed by 
Mr Pinched and started last summer. 
Til** elimination Is not yet complete, 
and three-tenths of the total public 
lores;a are jet to be reclassified. It is 
Impossible to estimate how much more 
land will In* available for settlement 
when the reclassification Is complete.

Increases Since New Tariff. 
Mr. Stone quoted from letters and 
newspapers to show a general increase 
in the necessaries of life since the en 
act merit of the 
Payne Aldrich bill. 
Among the letters was one from a St. 
trouts merchant, saying that cotton 
goods had increased in price from 12*4 
to SS per cent, linens 7*4 to IO per 
cent, and on hosiery IO per cent. 
"Every man of common sense ought 
tc know.” he said. "that the enormous 
profits accruing to investors in these 
industries are the result of artificial 
conditions created by law.” 
“I dc* not see how it can he con­ 
tended " he 
continued, "that these 
artificial conditions from which the 
consumers of the country are, thank 
heaven, beginning to become the im 
patient sufferers, are chiefly for the 
benefit of American wage earners em­ 
ployed in those Industries. 
"I asert with the greatest confidence 
that the tariff rates as a rule are fat 
In excess of any difference In the lal*>r 
wage in America and the chief com­ 
peting countries of Europe; and I as­ 
sert with equal confidence that the 
chief beneficiaries of this system are 
the men wist employ this labor, and 
the chief sufferers are the consumers 
aho are the victims of their monopo­ 
lies 
"I will not contend that th*' tariff is 
the sole cause amt excuse for exorbl- 
twnt prices. Inn I do insist that a prac­ 
tically prohibitive tariff, such as we 
have 
is at least one of the chief 
; Buses that make exorbitant prices for 
Inman necessities a possibility It may 
bt that trusts ami combinations put 
up the price*; I think they do. But at 
the same ti ne I believe the old con 
tention to be true that a hi Hi profeo 
five tariff is the mother of m ists.”

IO.— A plot to kill 
the officers of the Ham burg American 
liner Gaiteia, seize a consignm ent of 
$1,800.00^ in gold belonging to a big 
hanking firm in this city, when the

was off the coast of South 
America, and make off with the plun­ 
der. was unfolded by officers of the 
ship, which is at tho Bush docks un­ 
loading a cargo brought from Brazil. 
The tale reveals one of the most 
startling attem pts at piracy of mod­
